’dhile  considering  the  health  statistics  for  the 
Rural  District  Council  I  am  reminded  of  an  expression 
used  by  athletes  nowadays.  They  nefer  to  an  athlete’s 
'’person.ai  J5est  performance"  . 

This  year  the  Rural  District  Council  has  achieved 
a  personal'  best  performance  in  four  categories  of  health 
,s;tatisfdcs,;  The  population  figure,  (9,220)  and  the 
birth  rate,  (23,4  per  1,000)  are  the  highest  recorded 
and  the,  general  death  rate ,  (9.5)  and  the  infant  death 

rate,  (lO,  9)  are  the  lowest  on  record. 

For  good  measure  one  can  add  that  there  wore  no 
notifications  of  Tuberculosis,

GE  ^P^L_REH^KS 


The  year  v;ith  which  this  report  is  concerned  was  my  first  year 
as  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  has  been  in 
some  respects  a  year  for  evaluation  and  assessment  of  the 
current  position  with  ah  attempf  to  forj-iulate  a  future 
programme.  Hov;ever  action  on  a  number  of  matters,  particularly 
sewage  disposal  and  public  cleansing,  has  been  instituted 
and  results  should  begin  to  shov;  in  19^7  and  I968 . 

Residential  development  of  the  area  continued,  although  at 
a  slightly  slower  pace  than  in  iimiiediat oly  previous  years. 
However,  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  indications  were  that 
development  in  19^7  would 'once  again  be  considerable  and  at 
present  it  looks  as  though  this  trend  v;'ill  continue  for  some 
time.  The  development  of  residential  estates  in  the  larger 
villages  fairly  near  to  the  Sc -.rberough  boundary  has 
unfortunately  tended  to  dilute  the  essential  village  identity 
and  impose  in  its  stead  a  dormitory  character.  This  effect 
is,  in  my  opinion,  regrettable  and  I  believe  one  of  the  causes 
of  it  to  be  that,  for  example,  shopping  facilities,  have  not 
kept  pace  with  housing  development.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that, 
in  future  development  this  can  be  to  some  extent  rectified 
and  an  essential  first  step  in  this  direction  is  the 
production  of  "village  development  plans"  by  the  Planning 
Authority, 


Preservation  of  existing  village  Main  Streets  and  focal 
points  is  closely  linked  withthis  theme.  Most  of  the  cottages 
fronting  village  streets  are  of  considerable  age  and,  where 
renovation  has  not  t-lready  been  carried  out,  some  will  very 
soon  bo  reaching  the  end  of  their  useful  lives.  In  a  number 
of  cases  demolition  and  clearance  is  inevitable  but,  whore 
possible,  I  believe  it  to  bo  preferable,  at  least  for  the 
present  time,  to  renovate  and  improve  the  properties  with 
the  aim  of  extending  their  useful  lives.  Implementation  of 
the  Improvement  Grant  Schemes  is  a  very  useful  aid  to  this 
aim  and  if  it  can  be  achieved  I  am  sure  the  result  will  be 
wort  hv;hilo  . 

Almost  alv/ays  development  and  improvement  of  an  area  follows 
(a)  the  provision  of  a  proper  mains  v;ater  supply  and  (b) 
the  provision  of  adequate  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
facilities.  The  provision  of  these  Wo  essentials  has  been 
energetically  carried  ov t  by  the  Authorities  concerned  in 
this  area  over  the  past  few  years.  Particular  praise  is  due 
to  the  Scarborough  Corporation  Water  Authority  for  the  schemes 
they  have  implemented  to  provide  a  proper  mains  supply  in  the 
very  rural  parts  of  this  area  such  as  Hackness,  Suf field 
Harwood  Dale  etc, 

I  regret  that  the  remarks  I  made  regarding  general  public 
health  work  in  my  I965  report  apply  with  even  more  force  this 
year  and  that  it  has  not  yet  proved  possible  to  increase  the 
staffing  establishment  to  deal  more  effectively  with  the 
Council's  repsonsibilit ies  in  relation  to  such  matters  as  Housin 
Food  Hygiene,  Offices  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  etc.  A 
groat  deal  of  work  in  these  fields  needs  to  be  done. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairmen  of  the  Council  and 
the  Cormnittces,  the  Councillors,  my  staff  and  all  my  colleagues, 
for  the  co-operation  and  ready  assistance  they  have  given  during 
the  year. 
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HOUSING 


(a )  New  Housing 


209  no\f  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise  during 
the  year  compared  with  247  during  1^6^,  the  decrease 
probably  reflecting  Government  financial  policy  introduced 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  3y  the  end  of  the  year 
the  number  of  new  houses  commenced  and  planned  was  again 
on  tho  increase  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  figures  for 
1967  v/ill  show  1966  to  be  merely  a  pause  in  the  expanding 
programme  of  new  house  construction. 

The  Council's  scheme  for  tho  provision  of  12  two  bedroomed 
bungalows  at  Beck  Lane,  Cloughton  v/as  commenced  during  tho 
year.  Tho  units  are  designed  to  provide  suitable  accommo¬ 
dation  for  elderly  persons  and  the  first  seven  should  be 
ready  for  occupation  early  in  19^7  with  the  remainder 
towards  tho  end  of  the  year. 

More  of  this  type  of  accommodation  is  required  in  this 
area  and,  although  the  scheme  to  build  a  block  of  four 
single  bedroomed  flats  at  Seamer  did  not  proceed  during 
the  year,  prospects  arose  of  a  considerably  larger Seamer 
development . 

(b )  Improvement  Grants 

Eleven  applications  for  discretionary  grants  and  seven 
applications  for  standard  grants  were  approved  during 
1966.  This  is  less  than  usual,  biit  agn.in  the  effects  of 
the  credit  squeeze  must  be  borne  in  mind  a.nd  the  figures 
for  1967  v/ill  doubtless  show  an  improvement.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  encourage  ov/ners  to  take  advantage  of 
the  grant  schemes,  but  real  results  v/ill  not  be  achieved 
until  it  proves  possible  to  carry  ovtt  a.  villa.ge  by  village 
survey  folloxi/ed  by  appropriate  action. 

The  total  number  of  grants  approved  by  the  Council  since 
the  Acts  came  into  force  is  now  326  and  this  is  quite  a 
good  record  v/hon  viewed  on  "a  percentage  of  houses  in  the 
area"  basis.

In  addition  the  Council  received  schemes  to  renovate  nine 
houses  v/hich  were  formally  the  subject  of  undertakings  and 
stated  that  on  satisfactory  completion  of  the  works  detailed 
in  the  schemes,  the  undex'takings  v/ould  be  cancelled.  One 
Closing  Order  v/as  revoked  consequent  on  the  house  being  made 
fit  for  human  habitation. 


BUILDING  AITO  OTHEP.  IJZV  DEVELO?^i2NT 


On  the  1st  Februciry,  I966  the  Building  Regulations,  1965;  for 
the  administration  of  which  the  Council  is  responsible,  came 
into  dperation,  entirely  replacing  the  old  Building  Bye-laws. 

Betv;een  the  1st  February  and  the  end  of  the  year  263  Building 
Regulations  applications  were  received  and  dealt  with.  242 
were  approved  and  21  disapproved.  Before  making  a  recommendation 
to  a  Committee  of  a  decision  on  an  application,  every  effort 
is  made  to  notify  applicants  of  any  points  in  which  their 
application  shov/s  contravention  of  the  Regulations  and  they  are 
given  an  opportiinity  to  varaend  their  proposals  accordingly.  If 
it  were  not  for  this  procedure  at  least  of  the  applications 

would  have  been  rejected.  As  Icnowledgc  of  the  rather  couiplex 
Regulations  becomes  more  widespread  this  percentage  is  slowly 
reducing . 

The  Regulations  have  two  particular  effects  on  Local  Authorities. 
Firstly,  much  more  time  must  be  spent  on  examining  applications 
and  recommending  a  decision  thereon  and,  secondly,  proper 
administration  of  the  Regulations  demands  much  more  inspectorial 
and  supervisory  v/ork  v/hilst  the  building  is  being  erected. 

For  example,  new  drains  and  sc^’e-rs  now  should  be  inspected  and 
tested  when  laid  in  the  ooen  trench  and  also  after  the  A'^ork  . 
has  been  back-filled  and  foundations  should  be  Inspected  before 
and  after  concreting . 

This  Council  also  receives  Planning  Applications  from  its 
area  for  onward  transmission  to  the  Planning  Authority  at  Whitby. 
The  Council's  Planning  Sub-Committee  considers  all  such 
applications  and  notifies  its  views  thereon  to  the  Planning 
Authority.  25I  Pla.nning  applications  vjcrc  received  and  dealt 
Ai^ith  in  this  A-;ay  during  the  year. 

1/ATER  SUPPLIES 


The  bulk  of  the  population  of  the  rural  district  is  supplied 
by  the  statutory  v/ator  undertaking,  the  Scarborough  Corporation. 
The  Corporation  has  continued  A^rith  the  provision  of  a  mains 
Avatcr  supply  to  llarA/ood  Dale,  Broxa,  Sufficld  and  Silpho  and 
also  improvements  to  the  supply  to  Staintonda-lc .  The  majority  ' 
of  private  supplies  serving  these  areas  should  bo  taken  over 
early  in  I967. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
water  supply  to  the  village  of  Staintdndalo  \-:as  carried  out. 

The  supply  gave  unsatisfactory  results  on  bacteriological 
examination  and,  due  to  the  condition  of  the  distributing  mains, 
insufficient  A/ater  was  being  received  at  the  properties  served 
by  the  supply.  Ultimately,  the  Council  took  action  Avith  a  view 
to  the  entire  closing  doAv’n  of  the  Private  Water  Company  supply 
and  the  provision  of  a  Corporation  mains  supply  to  all  the 
properties  involved.  Progress  in  implementing  this  A^as  being 
made  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

3 , 880  houses  A>rere  connected  to  the  mains  A-;atox'  supply  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  Of  five  samples  of  ATater  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  two  were  satisfactory  and  three 
unsatisfactory. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SENAGE  DISPOSAL 


1 .  General 

The  Seamer  Regional  Seviage  Disposal  Scheme  deals  with  a 
large  part  of  the  Council's  area  and,  as  the  Norks  are 
overloaded  by  something  like  100^  the  Council  has  given 
instructions  to  Consultants  for  a  scheme  to  be  prepared  for 
suitable  extensions  to  the  forks.  A  scheme  for  the  Council’s 
consideration  was  almost  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  usual,  the  overloading  of  the  forks  first  showed  itself  in 
the  sludge  drying  and  disposal  facilities  becoming  completely 
inadequate  to  deal  with  the  a.mount  of  sludge  produced  and 
the  Council  gave  instructions  for  the  installation  of  a 
Davey  Paxman  Sludge  Concentrator  to  cope  v^rith  this.  This 
should  be  completed  during  I967.  The  overloading  of  the 
Seamer  t’orks  during  summer  months  became  sc  bad  that  it 
v/as  virtually  impossible  to  produce  a  consistently  satis¬ 
factory  effluent  and  the  complete  extension  of  these  Tforks 
is  now  a  matter  of  urgency. 

The  Burniston  Sewage  Treatment  forks  v/hich  deals  v/ith  the 
flow  fi^om  Burniston  and  Cloughton  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily . 

Cloughton  Newlands,  Ha.clcness,  Suf field,  Harw^ood  Dale, 

Staint ondale ,  Troutsdalo  and  Langdale  End  are  without 
sev/erage  systems  but  of  these  only  Hackness  and  Cloughton 
Newlands  can  be  considered  for  provision  v/ith  px’oper 
sewage  disposal  facilities  in  the  forseeable  future. 

2 .  Connections  to  sewers. 

Of ‘the  209  nev7  houses  erected  during  the  yca.r,  208  were 
connected  to  the  Council's  sewers,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  a  total  of  '},0Q6  houses  were  connected.  The  connection 
to  the  sev/ers  of  properties  formerly  discha.rging  foul 
drainage  direct  to  streams  and  ditches  is  of  considerable 
benefit  to  the  area  and  in  each  village  there  are  a  number 
of  properties  v;hich  could  and  oight  to  bo  cronnected  to  the 
sewer.  The  work  of  persuading  owners  to  make  connections 
to  the  sewer  can  only  bo  done  by  a  systematic  village  by 
village  ap.:roach  which  is  not  possible  at  the  present  time.

MOVEAB^_DWELLINGS_ 

There  are  48  caravan  sites  licensed  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  I96O  containing  a  total  of  2,000 
caravans.  During  I966  licensing  conditions  \iero  generally 
complied  with. 

In  addition  two  sites  are  licensed  for  a  total  of  l42  tents  and 
these  sites  are  fulfilling  a  need  for  this  type  of  accommodation. 
In  my  196^  report  I  stated  that  the  area  was  becoming 
increasingly  popular  for  i/cekend  campers  and  in  the  holiday 
period  considerable  numbers  of  tent  campers  inva.dod  the  area. 
Experience  during  the  summer  of  I966  reinforced  this  view  and 
I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that,  if  proper  and  much  needed 
control  over  this  state  of  affairs  is  to  be  instituted,  further 
licensed  and  properly  n.m  sites  v/ill  have  to  be  provided. 
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MOVEABLE  _D’'  ^3LLINGS _ (  C  ONTIl^D  ) 

Such  sites  could  be  provided  either  by  the  local  cauthority 
or  by  private  land  ov/ners.  In  rny  opinion,  there  is  an 
excellent  case  for  the  provision  and  operation  of  sites  by 
the  local  authority.  On  a  national  ba.sis  the  immediate  and 
pressing  need  is  for  the  introduction  of  legislation  vrhich 
would  treat  tented  camping  sites  in  the  same  way  as  caravan 
sites.  Jirom  a  public  health  point  of  viev/  there  is  very 
little  difference  between  the  two. 

During  the  year  203  visits  of  inspection  were  made  in 
connection  with  moveable  dwellings  of  all  kinds.  These 
included  routine  inspections  of  licensed  sites  and  inspections 
in  connection  with  contraventions  of  the  present  legal 
provisions . 

KEFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  refuse  collection  arrangements  continued  on  the  same 
basis  as  during  I965.  The  Council  did  hoirover,  order  a  new 
50  cubic  yard  Crushload  refuse  collection  vehicle  for  delivery 
in  early  19^7  when  it  is  intended  to  extend  the  existing 
weekly  collection  area  and  to  retire  the  older  existing  vehicle 
to  standby  and  for  collection  on  ca.ra.van  sites  during  the 
summer . 

At  the  present  time  a  weekly  collection  is  given  in  the 
parishes  of  East  and  Vest  Ay t  cn ,  Seanicr,  Irton,  Cayton, 

Gristhorpe,  Lebberston  and  Hutton  Bused  together  v.rith  the 
larger  caravan  sites  during  the  summer  months,  approximately 
70^  of  the  population  being  in  the  w'ockly  collection  area. 

The  rest  of  the  area  receives  a  fortnightly  colleotion.  It  is 
hoped  that  thcr  Council  will  be  able  to  make  steady  progress  towards 
instituting  a  weekly  collection  in  all  but  the  very  rural  parts 
of  the  a.rea  over  the  next  few  years. 

During  the  year  the  service  operated  well  and  cn  no  occasion  was 
a  round  not  completed  on  time.  The  approximate  weight  of  refuse 
collected  during  the  year  was  2,580  tons. 

The  throe  tips  at  Seamer,  Burniston  and  Bror.ipton  operated 
reasonably  v/ell  during  the  year  although  better  results  could 
be  achieved  v/ith  more  suitable  equipment.  The  throe  sites 
between  them  will  not  provide  much  more  tip,..ing  capacity  and, 
before  the  end  of  1967,  a  decision  on  further  refuse  disposal 
methods  and  facilities  will  have  to  be  made,  bearing  in  mind 
that  controlled  tipping  is  rapidly  becoming  an  outdated  mode  of 
refuse  disposal.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a  complete  report 
on  refuse  collection  and  disposal  ’.ras  being  prepared  for  the 
Councils  consideration  in  early  . .

46  inspections  -iTcro  carried  out,  l4  unsat isFr.ct ory  conditions 
found  and  inprovcnient s  effected. 

44  premises  are  rcgistei'ed  for  the  sa.le  of  ice  cream  under 
Section  l6  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

Although  an  effort  was  made  to  ca.  ry  out  more  v/ork  on  Food 
Hygiene  during  the  year  (in  previous  years  virtually  nothing 
has  been  done)  it  proved  impossible  to  give  this  responsibility 
the  attention  it  deserves  and,  indeed,  must  have. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  statutory  action  v/as  pending  in  respect 
of  eight  dontra.ven t ions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations, 
i960  at  a  butcher’s  shop  in  the  area.  This  v/as  the  only  case 
during  the  year  v;here  statutory  action  for  contravention  of 
the  Regulations  became  a  real  probability. 

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  are  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the  Rural 
District,  three  being  privately  owned  and  the  other  owned  and 
operated  by  the  Scarborough  Corporation.  In  respect  of 
the  Corporation  abattoir,  the  Council  has  an  arrangement  with 
the  Scarborough  Corporation  for  meat  inspection  and  the 
administration  of  the  relevant  Regulo.tions  to.  be  carried  out- 
by  the  Corporations  officers,  an  appropria.te  financial 
a.rrangement  betv/een  the  tv/o  authorities  being  made. 

The  rest  of  the  comments  and  statistics  in  this  section  of 
the  report  relate  only  to  the  three  private  slaughterhouses 
aforementioned.  The  slaughterhouses  receive  regular  inspections 
in  addition  to  meat  inspection  visits  and  ten  contraventions 
of  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulo.tions,  1958  were  noted 
and  remedied.  No  contraventions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
(Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1953  cane  to  light.  The 
slo^^ghtcrhovisos  only  ho.ve ‘a  relatively  smali  throughput  and 
generally  during  the  year  A/erc  operated  to  an  adequate  standard.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  NUISANCES 


This  sector  provided  the  usual  wide  variety  during  the  year 
and  demands  patient  o.nd  time  absorbing  A/ork.  78  inspections 
A'/crc  carried  out  o.nd  12  nuisances  Avoro  found.  It  proved 
possible  tq^cmedy  them  all. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee  had 
rc  corn-,  tended  that  the  necessary  proceedings  under  Section  93 
of  the  ^blic  Health  Act,  I936,  should  be  institv/ted  in  respect 
o  a  nuisance  arising  from  a  small  piggex’y  in  the  area  and  this 
recommendation  A*/a.s  awaiting  confirmation  by  the  Covincil. 


Again  the  problem  of  the  satisfactory  and  nuisance  free  disposal 
of  effluent  from  large  piggeries  created  complaints.  The  problem 
arises  particularly  Adhere  intensive  methods  of  pig  keeping  .are 
employed  and  is  affecting  many  areas  of  the  country.  Unfortunately, 
there  appears  to  bo  no  satisfactory  ansAi/or  at  the  present  time.

Economics  dictate  intensive  farming  methods  but  unfortunately 
do  not  permit  utilisation  of  the  only  existing  effective 
means  of  overcoming  the  odour  nuisance,  as  the  cost  of  using 
the  chemical  deodorising  agent  involved  is  far  too  high  to 
merit  even  a  moments  consideration.  For  the  time  being, 
it  seems  that  one  can  only  roly  on  the  co-operation  of  the 
farmer  to  spread  the  sludge  at  places  and  times  and  in  such 
weather  conditions  that  a  nuisance  will  be  least  likely  to 
occur. 


CLEAN  AIP,  ACT,  I96C 


The  problems  with  which  this  Act  is  meant  to  deal  do  not 
often  occur  in  this  area.  The  area  has  one  lime  burning 
plant  whore  there  is  the  possibility  of  trouble,  but  at 
the  present  time  the  plant  operates  on  mixed  feed  firing  of 
t*h'e  "kilns  .and  this  is  more  or  less  smokeless.

.During  the  year  an  attempt  was  made  to  commence  administration 
of  this  Act,  but  only  27  visits  were  made.  Again  a.rran genient s 
wiix  have  to  be  made  to  make  real  progress  with  this  v;ork 
at  an  early  date.
